Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1958 
which  deals  with  the  health  of  the  City  and  the  work  ©f  your  public 
health  Department.  As  usual  it  also  contains  details  of  those 
public  health  services  which  are  administered  by  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  on  behalf  of  the  County  Council,  and  thus  provides 
a  complete  picture  of  all  local  authority  health  services  in  your 
area. 

Apart  from  some  influenza  in  January  the  year  was  notable  for  the 
absence  of  any  significant  amount  of  infectious  disease. 

The  department  continued  to  deal  with  unfit  living  accommodation 
in  the  City,  and  the  numbers  of  worn  out  and  unhealthy  houses  are 
gradually  decreasing.  Much  still  remains  to  be  done.  Most  of  the 
people  still  living  in  these  houses  are  elderly,  and  it  will  be 
necessary  to  provide  accommodation  of  bungalow  type  for  an  increasing 
proportion  of  those  who  will  need  rehousing  as  our  remaining  slums 
are  cleared. 

I  am  indebted  to  your  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  parts  of 
the  report  dealing  with  sanitary  circumstances,  refuse  removal, 
sewage,  housing,  and  food,  and  for  his  continued  help  and  advice. 

The  members  of  the  Council  and  the  officers  have  been  as  always 
most  helpful,  and  I  should  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  them.

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NOTES  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 


BIRTHS  The  birth  rate  of  17.38  is  slightly  less  than  in  1937,  but 
is  still  considerable  higher  than  the  national  rate  of  16.4. 


DEATHS  The  death  rate  of  12.93  shows  a  slight  rise  over  that  for 
the  previous  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Vial es  was  11.7. 

The  principal  causes  of  death  were  as  follows :- 

Heart  and  circulatory  diseases  (excepting  coronary 


disease  and  angina)  39 
Vascular  lesions  of  central  nervous  system  29 
Coronary  disease,  angina  22 
Cancer  and  other  new  growth  17 
Pneumonia  and  bronchitis  10 


Together  these  groups  account  for  almost  three  quarters  of  the 
deaths  from  all  causes. 


NATURAL  INCREASE  OF  POPULATION  The  number  of  births  exceeded  the 
number  of  deaths  by  20. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY  Four  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during 
the  year,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  22.22  per  1,000  live 
births,  as  compared  with  27.62  for  the  previous  year,  and  22.3  for 
England  and  Wales.

5.  MIDWIFERY 


The  remarks  made  in  my  last  report  on  the  dubious  advantages  of 
institutional  confinement  in  normal  cases  continue  to  apply. 

Curing  1958  domiciliary  midwives  cared  for  72  heme  confinements 
while  321  cases  were  delivered  in  institutions,  186  of  these 
latter  were  sent  home  before  the  tenth  day.  Further  comment  is 
unnecessary.

7.  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME 


Seven  district  nurses  served  the  division  during  the 
year,  six  of  these  doing  midwifery  also. 

Staffing  difficulties  have  continued  to  make  it 
difficult  to  provide  an  adequate  service  at  all  times. 
I  am  pleased  to  report  that  at  the  time  of  writing  a 
house  has  been  obtained  at  Grewelthorpe  from  the  Rural 
District  Council,  and  that  there  are  prospects  of  an 
ex -police  house  in  Ripon.  The  provision  of  housing 
accommodation  facilitates  recruitment  to  this  vital 
service.

8.  VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


A  considerable  proportion  of  the  time  of  the  department 
is  now  taken  up  with  immunisation  programmes  of  various 
sorts.

During  the  year  the  Chest  Physicians  investigated  121 
contacts  from  20  known  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

Liaison  with  the  Ministry  of  Labour  has  been  maintained 
on  the  employment  of  known  cases,  and  all  cases  placed  in 
employment  this  year  have  been  proved  to  be  non-inf ectious. 

Children  referred  to  the  chest  clinic  for  any  reason  are 
tuberculin  tested,  and  non  reacters  are  given  B.C.G. 
vaccination. 

Mantoux  positive  children  are  followed  up  for  2  years 
and  re-examined  at  adolescence. 

Over  the  last  two  years,  it  was  noticed  that  three  new 
pulmonary  cases  were  employed  in  a  mending  establishment 
in  Ripon. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Chest  Physician,  arrangements 
were  made  with  the  firm  which  resulted  in  82  members  of 
the  staff  being  examined  radiographically.  50  were  skin 
tested,  and  17  received  B.C.G.  One  new  active  case  was 
discovered  as  a  result  of  the  investigations  and  has  been 
admitted  to  a  sanatorium.

Liaison  with  the  general  practitioners  involved  was 
maintained. 

The  Harrogate  and  Ripon  Care  Committee  has  continued 
to  help  the  relatively  few  cases  for  whom  ether  adequate 
help  was  not  available.  Needy  cases  were  supplied  with 
a  Christmas  parcel  of  eggs,  fruit,  butter  and 
groceries. 

The  Committee  is  considering  the  extension  cf  its 
function  to  other  chest  and  heart  conditions, 

96  orders  for  extra  milk  were  issued  to  2k  patients 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician  during  the 
year.

REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Two  vehicles  are  engaged  on  the  work  of  collecting 
household  and  trades  refuse  - 

1  -  Shelvoke  &  Drewry  rear  loading 
fore  and  aft  tipping  vehicle. 

1  -  Scammel  3~wheeled  side  loading 
vehicle  (part-time  collection  of 
refuse  and  part-time  salvage 
materials) . 

Due  to  the  constantly  increasing  number  of  new  properties 
the  Scammel  vehicle  is  being  used  to  an  increasing  extent 
on  refuse  collection.  Additional  transport  is  hired  from 

the  Corporation  Highways  Dept,  as  required. 

A  regular  weekly  collection  of  refuse  Is  made  from 
houses  and  other  premises.  Two  or  three  collections  are 
made  each  week  from  certain  cafes,  shops  and  hotels. 

For  the  removal  of  trades  refuse  a  charge  is  made  of 
10/-  per  bin  per  year.  The  total  income  is  approximately 
£70. 


PE FUSE  DISPOSAL 

Tipping  of  refuse  at  Quarry  Moor  was  continued  throughout 
the  year  and  some  5,000  tons  had  been  deposited  by  the  end  of 
1958, 

During  the  year  there  were  numerous  fires  and  other  damage 
caused  by  persons  visiting  Quarry  Moor  at  nights  and  weekends. 

The  Police  were  asked  to  give  supervision  at  intervals 
during  weekends  and  the  Fire  Service  gave  valuable  assistance 
in  subduing  the  fires.  The  supply  of  water  was  a  difficulty- 
in  that  the  Brigade  had  to  transport  400  gallons  at  a  time 
from  Harrogate  Road  hydrant  to  avoid  crossing  the  main  road 
with  a  hose.

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SALVAGE  COLLECTION 


Salvage  materials  -  paper,  tins  and  ether  metals  are  obtained 
by 

(a)  separate  collections  of  paper  and  cardboard 
from  business  premises  each  week. 

(b)  Collection  from  households  at  the  same  time 
as  refuse  is  remeved,  many  householders 
keeping  such  material  separate  from  refuse. 

(c)  Sorting  materials  from  deposited  refuse  at 
the  tip. 

(d)  Collection  cf  tins  in  bulk  from  Paiot  and  Varnish 
Works  and  from  Huttcn  Bank  tip  of  the  Ripon  & 

Pateley  Bridge  R.D.C. 

From  July,  1958,  restrictions  on  the  supply  «f  paper  to  the 
consuming  mills  were  removed  except  in  the  case  of  newspaper 
which  was  restricted  to  5  tons  per  quarter  until  October, 
then  further  restricted  to  3  tens  per  quarter.  Prices 
remained  reasonably  static. 

The  electric  paper  baling  machine  installed  during  1957  has 
proved  its  value.  This  machine,  together  with  the  improved 
Depst  accommodation,  has  cut  overtime  payments  te  practically 
nil  and  there  has  been  no  maintenance  cost  on  the  baling 
machine. 


Baling  of  tins. 

A  Petrie  and  McNaught  tin  baling  machine  was  installed  and 
in  operation  from  April,  1953.  The  total  outlay  was 
appro  x i ma t  ely  £2 , 000 . 

Unfortunately  this  coincided  with  a  slump  in  the  Steel 
Industry  and  the  price  of  baled  tins  fell  from  £8,10.0d.  per 
ton  to  £3.  Later  in  the  year  the  price  recovered  to  £4 
per  t®n  and  there  is  reasonable  hope  of  a  further  increase. 


The  emission  of  dark  smoke  from  factory  chimneys  is  not  an  unduly 
serious  problem  in  Ripon.  The  attention  of  factory  owners  has  been 
drawn  on  several  occasions  for  violation  of  the  terms  of  the  Clean 
Air  Act,  1956. 

It  can  be  said  that  the  pollution  from  factory  chimneys  is  no  more 
than  the  pollution  caused  by  the  burning  of  garden  and  other  refuse.

SHOPS 


It  is  sometimes  overlooked  that  one  of  the  additional 
responsibilities  of  Ripon  being  a  municipal  borough  is  the 
administration  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950*  Only  in  urban 
districts  with  a  population  of  20,000  upwards  and 
Municipal  Boroughs  is  the  Act  administered  locally;  else¬ 
where,  the  County  Council  is  responsible.

The  scheme  for  a  private  caravan  site  on  land  in  Palace  Road 
proceeded  satisfactorily  if  somewhat  slowly.  By  the  end  of 
1958,  little  action  had  been  taken  to  adapt  the  site  in 
Boroughbridge  Road  to  comply  with  Planning  requirements. 

The  control  of  individual  caravans  and  sites  for  1,  2  or 
3  caravans  continues  to  be  difficult. 

A  scheme  was  submitted  and,  after  amendment,  approved  for  a 
caravan  site  at  Skelldale  Cafe,  Boroughbridge  Road,  for 
Mr.  Carling. 


TAe  process  of  continuous  filtration,  chlorination  and 
heating  of  the  baths  has  continued  to  be  satisfactory.  The 
quality  of  the  water  conforms  to  the  Ministry  of  Health 
standard. 

There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  bath  in  the  City  - 
a:  the  Grammar  School  -  which  consists  of  an  open  pool.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD 


MILK 


The  condition  of  milk  supplied  in  Ripon  during  1958 
has  been  satisfactory. 

Dairies  have  been  well  conducted  but  there  is  room 
for  considerable  improvement  in  the  condition  of  some 
vehicles  used  for  delivery  and  in  the  cuter  clothing 
and  smocks  used  by  delivery  staff.  It  is  difficult  to 
associate  hygienic  conditions  -  such  as  should  be  ob¬ 
served  in  the  delivery  of  milk  -  with  vehicles  in  poor 
condition  of  repair  and  painting  and  personnel  with 
soiled  clothing  and  dirty  smocks. 


m  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS) 

SPECIFIED  AREAS)  ORDER.  1958. 

In  accordance  with  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1955,  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  made 
the  above  order  which  came  into  operation  on  the  li+th 
April,  1958. 

The  purpose  of  this  order  is  to  make  obligatory  the  sale 
of  designated  milk.  The  sale  for  human  consumption  of 
raw  milk  from  uncertified  cows  is  prohibited  (except  for 
catering  sales).  The  result  is  that  a  much  higher  standard 
of  milk  -  both  quality  and  cleanliness  -  is  obtained  and 

this  represents  a  great  step  forward  in  the  interests  of 
public  Health.

FOOD  PREMISES 


SHOPS .  CAFES.  KITCHENS ,  ETC. 

There  has  been  little  progress  during  1958  in  the  inspection 
of  food  premises.  Some  improvement  is  known  to  have  been 
effected  by  individual  traders  showing  sufficient  initiative 
to  carry  out  work  to  comply  with  food  regulations.  There  is 
still  much  work  to  be  done  particularly  in  kitchens,  bakehouses 
arid  back  premises  generally. 


market  stalls 

Constant  supervision  is  essential  to  keep  the  standard  of 
market  food  stalls  reasonably  high.  It  is  perhaps  not 
unnatural  that  stallholders  put  the  sale  of  their  goods  first 
and  the  demands  of  hygiene  regulations  second. 

It  still  frequently  happens  that  a  newcomer  opens  up  by  piling 
assortments  of  unwrapped  sweets  on  trays;  has  dirty  hands  and 
clothing;  no  washing  facilities;  no  name  and  address  exhibited 
and  no  first  aid  requisites.  These  undesirable  types  are 
quickly  shown  the  error  of  their  ways. 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES  AND  INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND 
OTHER  FOODS 


SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


There  are  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  City. 

The  principal  one  in  Princess  Road  was  held  on  lease  and 
operated  by  the  Corporation  until  the  4th  May,  1953,  when  it 
wa s  taken  over  by  Messrs.  Arnold  &  Dennison,  meat  wholesalers. 
This  'ini  entered  into  an  agreement  with  the  Corporation  to 
maintain  slaughtering  facilities  for  Ripon  butchers  thus 
enabling  the  Corporation  to  fulfil  their  obligations  under 
the  Food  &  Drugs  Act. 

Improvements  to  the  premises  were  immediately  put  in  hand  and 
these  improvements  were  continuing  at  the  end  of  1958. 

The  second  slaughterhouse  was  established  in  1956  and  used 
by  two  butchers  solely  for  their  own  butchers  businesses. 

Both  slaughterhouses  are  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner.
